Perturbed Precaneelists 
All the world knows by now that 
precancels have been dealt a debil­ 
itating blow in the recent rulings 
emanating from Jim Farley's sanc- 
* ’ turn sanctorium. No more precan­ 
celled stamps above the 
slx-cent 
denomination, and no use of blocks 
where a single value will suffice 
are the basic themes of the 
song 
which has 
brought 
bewilderment 
and grief to the collectors of pre­ 
cancels. 
It Is not the writer's function to 
discuss the pro or con of the ruling, 
the P. O. Department has spoken 
and the matter is settled—unless a 
change of heart takes place, which 
is improbable. The only phase of 
the matter that merits discussion is 
••What is the future of precancel 
collecting?** 
From the precancel 
press 
and 
columnists comes an almost unan­ 
imous chorus of brave determ ine-1| 
tion to carry on the game, vows 
that precancel collecting will act­ 
ually benefit from the rulings in 
that th# flood of new varieties will 
diminish to a trickle, enabling the 
» collector to more nearly gain that 
visfonary goal of completion and at 
the same time to study more care­ 
fully those varieties which already 
exist. If this attitude represents the 
true general feeling of 
precancel 
collectors they are to be commend­ 
ed, and that phase of the stamp col­ 
lecting hobby will probably con­ 
tinue 
indefinitely. 
Baslcaly, 
it 
woud seem that there is but little 
difference (and that in favor of 
precancels) between the precancel 
situation today and the situation 
in which collectors of the stamps 
of Confederate States, Heligoland, 
Ethiopia and other "dead’* 
coun­ 
tries have been for years. Collec­ 
tors of those stamps are 
nowing 
under the same handicap of no new 
issues to spur interest, 
and 
yet 
there are still a few who still are 
deeply Interested. 
There, to this writer’s notion, lies 
the picture of the future of pre­ 
cancel collecting. True, they 
will 
always be collected, but without 
new !ssues( and it is rumored that 
ALL precancels may be discontln- j 
ued eventually) there can never be 
the continued interest of a 
large 
number of collectors. The real pre­ 
cancel students, the confirmed ad­ 
dicts, will continue, but the great 
mass of dilettante precancel 
col­ 
lectors, who now collect the stamps 
because they are plentiful and dirt 
cheap, will fade away and take up 
some less arduous task. This is one 


t prophecy. Let’s see how it works

There is a very 
definite cause for this unemployment 
We are convinced that some of the 
churches, as well as some of the newspapers, 
and public schools have been largely re­ 
sponsible for bringing about this condition 
that honest, conscientious men cannot find 
work at a decent wage. These church lead­ 
ens who advocate things and use the cloak 
of their authority to make assertions which 
they cannot and will not publicly explain and 
mislead the people, have done untold dam­ 
age to society.

TIME ON WINGS 


Just 20 years ago this week the first air 
mail plane flew across the country. 
Now, two decades later, Santa Ana joins 
the rest of the nation in observing National 
Air Mail Week. 
In 1918 there was but one air mail route 
and four planes flew all the mail. In that 
year a total of 16,000 miles were flown and 
713,000 pieces of mail carried. The entire 
air mail crew of the nation consisted of six 
men and the planes they piloted had a cruis­ 
ing speed of little better than 60 miles an 
hour. 
Contrast the United States air mail of 
1918 with that of today! 
Now there are 
nearly 40 routes and in 1937 the 395 planes 
flew a total of 42,173,000 miles, carrying 
more than 170,000,000 pieces of mail. The 
planes have a cruising speed of 160 miles an 
hour and 800 pilots are in the service. 
If the air mail service has made such 
strides in 20 years what can we expect in 
the next 20 years? 
Maybe mail planes will be operating in 
the stratosphere and the speed of the planes 
cif today will seem like crawling in compar­ 
ison. 
It will be interesting to watch the develop­ 
ment of the air mail service even from to­ 
day's standards.

Nation's Affairs 


“Standing Room Only?” 


By ERNEST MINOR PATTERSON 
Preeident, American Academy of Political and Social Science 


There are few people with even a 
minimum of education who have not 
heard of the Rev. Thomas Malthus 
and his theory of population growth. 
Ther* is an im* 
—-------------- 
- mense body of 
literature about 
him and his 
views. In 
re­ 
cent years there 
has been a re­ 
vival of interest 
in the study of 
population and 
a group of mod­ 
ern writers on 
th e s u b j e c t 
h a v e b e e n 
c a l l e d Neo- 
Malthusians. 
It has been 
very 
n o tic e ­ 
able that judg­ 
ments about the growth of population 
have fluctuated widely. During the 
first half of the nineteenth century 
there was a general belief that popu­ 
lation tends to grow so rapidly that 
we may expect that tha standard of 
living will always ba very low—at 
a "subsistence” level Modern tech­ 
nical developments, however, were 
very rapid aud in those parts of the 
world where they were most fully 
Introduced the standards of living 
rose, while in the less developed 
areas the standards remained low. 
But the numbers of people contin­ 
ued to Increase. It is not possible even 
now to do more than to estimate very 
roughly the population of many coun­ 
tries, but the most careful students 
agree in a broad way. One estimate 
is as follows: In 1650 there were 545,- 
000,000; in 1750 there were 728,000,000; 
In 1850 there were 1,171.000,000; and 
in 1933 there were 2.057.000.000. No 
one can speak with any confidence 
about the future, but one estimate is 
that by the year 2000 the total popu­ 
lation of the world will be 4.754.000.- 
OOO. 
These estimates are not advanced as 
prophecies by the scholars who have 
made them. Instead these scholars are 
very careful to point out that they 
have made assumptions that may not 
be true. One assumption, for example, 
is that birth rates In the various 
countries will continue to decline as 
they have for many years in the past. 
Of course, this may not prove to be 
Ute case. 
But we must act on some estimate 
if we are to adopt polici - having to 
do with such matters as immigraUon 
and emigration and old age pensions. 
No thoughtful person would propose 
that we act blindly. We should use 
such information as we have and 
thus make our decisions as intel­ 
ligently as possible. There are a few 
tendencies so clearly marked that 
they may properly be the basil for 
inclusions. 
One is that population grows more 


slowly among those groups whose 
standard of living is the highest There 
are plenty of exceptions but it is 
quite generally true that the highest 
income groups have the fewest chil­ 
dren. Moreover, this is found to be 
the case for whole countries and re­ 
gions. We find the highest standards 
of living in the United States and in 
Western and Northwestern Europe. It 
is in these same countries that the 
birth rate has declined most rapidly 
and where the annual excess of 
births over death Is the least In some 
of these countries the excess of births 
over deaths is very slight In other 
words, population is about stationary. 
In a number of other countries this 
point seems to be only a short dis­ 
tance away. 
On the other hand, population is 
growing rapidly in those countries 
where living standards arc low. This 
is true especially in Eastern Europe 
and in Asia. The writer who cuggesta 
a possible world population of 4,754,- 
000,000 by Ult year 2000 estimates 
that of this total about 3,530,000,000 
will be in Eastern Europe an In Asia. 
This would be over 74 per cent of the 
total or about three-quarters as com­ 
pared with about two-thirds at the 
present time. 
What of ItT The whole question of 
"population pressure" la exceedingly 
intricate and we do not hav apace to 
discuss it, even briefly, it seems fair, 
however, to anticipate a great in­ 
crease in the numbers in some parts 
of the world and an ^companying 
amount of unrest There will presum­ 
ably be continued agitation to emi­ 
grate. 
Other parts of the world 
strenuously object as is shown by the 
increased 
barriers against 
immi­ 
grants. 
If the calculations that have been 
made are at all correct—and they are 
the best we have to guide us — there 
are two possible attitudes we may 
take. One is to lower the barriers 
to immigration. We may dismiss this 
because public opinion against it la 
so strong. 
The other Is to do all we can to 
raise the standards of living In those 
countries where population is growing 
most rapidly. This will have a double 
effect The first is to relieve the pres­ 
sures on many millions of people whose 
standards now are terribly low and 
this will presumably make for more 
contentment and reduce agitation, lf 
their standards of living are raised 
and if they behave as the people of 
other countries have behaved, their 
birth rates will decline and popula­ 
tion will be stabilized. 
lf we are to do this. then our own 
welfare and that of others will be 
furthered by lowering trade barriers 
in al! directions. Anything that will 
make for more trade will bring higher 
living standards, reduce discontent 
and lessen the chances of «jar.

I read with more than ordinary 
interest Mr. Holies discussion of 
the Wage and Hour Bill in S har­ 
ing the Comforts of Life column 
May 
ll. 
There are many 
men 
and women in Santa Ana who are 
not yet old who can easily re­ 
call when a day’s w’ork began at 
daylight and ended a t dusk. There 
was a reason behind It too. The 
work was performed with crude 
implements and hand tools. There 
were few power machines in those 
days. 
Then a long day was nec­ 
essary. 
Time came when a day’s 
work was reduced to 
12 
hours 
because a few labor saving m a­ 
chines had been devised. 
A few 
years later the day’s work wa* 
shortened 
from 
12 to IO 
hours 
as a result of more labor saving 
machinery and devices. 
At last 
the 
eight-hour 
day 
was 
estab­ 
lished 
and 
became the rule 
in 
public work and the industries. 
Now there was a great deal of 
apprehension, many thought then 
as they think now that lopping 
off two hours more from IO hours 
to eight hours production could 
not keep pace with consumption 
Reducing the day’s work from 14 
to eight hours was made possible 
by the use and perfection of labor 
saving 
tools 
and 
power 
driven 
machinery—electric power and in­ 
ternal combustion machines. 
Re­ 
member, when the eight hour day 
was established men did not stop 
Inventing and 
perfecting 
labor 
saving 
machines. 
I 
am 
firmly 
convinced th at lf we put every 
man and woman able to work and 
operate our farms, factories, mines 
and forests a t full capacity our 
needs of production can be met 
by a six hour day and produce 
more than we can consume. 
If 
men working eight hours a day 
and five days a week can produce 
more than we can consume, since 
our foreign m arket has "gone with 
the wind" who would dare say 
a reduction from eight hours to 
a six hour day should 
not 
be 
made? 
I cannot agree with your 
statem ent: 
"If then a man can 
produce more by working more 
hours, he can secure wages, more 
comforts of life." 
If th at be true 
why don’t the shoe m anufacturers 
allow their men to work more 
hours so th a t they 
can secure 
more 
wages? 
W ith th at I in ­ 
clude all industries and the farm ­ 
er*. 
We have a capacity of making 
900 
million 
pairs of shoes and 
we can use only about one-half 
that 
many. 
You 
know 
and 
I 
know the shoe m anufacturers are 
not going to produce more than 
they can sell. 
Economic national­ 
ism the world over has deprived 
us of our foreign sales. And that, 
ladies and gentlemen, has som e­ 
thing to do with prolonging this 
depression and not the taxes we 
hear so much about. 
The farmers! Lord help them. 
One or two more bumper crops 
of cotton, corn, wheat and 
to ­ 
bacco, 
the 
surplus 
which 
mod­ 
ern technology 
makes 
possible 
will put them in the bread lines. 
It is an economic truism th at if 
production and consumption 
are 
not made equal and kept equal 
you cannot have constant pros­ 
perity.

TAX ON INDUSTRY AND LABOR 
A contributor contends that passing the proposed 
amendm ent to eliminate the sales tax and put a tax 
on land will eliminate tax on productive enterprise. 
The question for the people to decide Is w hether 
land could have any value, If it were not for labor 
on It or In the neighboring community. 
And if the 
land has value only as a result of labor, then to 
put a tax on land Is to put a tax on labor, which the 
proponents of the amendment contend they do not 
want to do. 
The contributor adm its in the same article that the 
value is due to Industry. He also contends it is due 
to the presence of people. 
But lf we have 100,000 
people Imported Into California who cannot eupport 
themselves, instead of adding to the value of the 
land, It would reduce the value of the land. 
People 
do not make the value of the land as the single 
taxers claim, but industry alone creates value. 
And 
to tax the results of this industry is to tax labor 
and to tax industry. 
It is another wild scheme of getting something 
for nothing. Just as Townsend and Roosevelt con­ 
tend that spending makes people richer. 
The present land tax is a m ost desirable tax be­ 
cause it is passed on to the consumer who gets the 
benefit of the production from the land, provided the 
ownership of the land is properly managed. 
If the 
land is not properly managed, the land tax eventu­ 
ally takes the natural resource* from the owner and 
puts it into the hands of someone who can manage 
it so th at the consumer pays the tax. 
And the man who gets the benefit and comforts 
from consuming wealth in peace w ithout interfer­ 
ence from others, due to the protection of the gov­ 
ernment, is the man wrho should pay for this service 
the governm ent renders to him. 
And for anyone 
else to pay it is simply a form of legalized robbery. 


YOU AND PUBLIC OPINION 
Inasmuch as our laws and customs are a result 
of public opinion, the part each Individual plays In 
helping bring about an intelligent public opinion is 
of the utm ost importance. 
In talking w ith a group of politicians the other 
day, they held up their hands and proclaimed they 
were helpless in the face of public opinion. It seems 
to us that it did not occur to these gentlemen th a t 
they, as office-holders, had a very grave responsi­ 
bility in attem pting to help create public opinion 
th at would reconcile liberty w ith governm ent It 
seemed th a t their only thought was to measure pub­ 
lic opinion so th at they could continue to hold their 
Job* and get their salaries. They were not a t all 
willing to make any sacrifices to stand pp and be 
counted for fundam ental principles of liberty, which. 
during the final third of the last century, were nearer 
brought about in the United States than any other 
country in %11 the world in all history. 
So when you use your Influence by word of mouth, 
in public office, in church, in the press, In the m arket 
place, in school or college, to help bring about pub­ 
lic opinion th at will harmonize governm ent with lib­ 
erty. you are performing as great a service to all 
your fellowmen aa It is possible to perform. 
On the other hand, if you use your Influence, In­ 
tentionally or Ignorantly, to help create public opin­ 
ion th at puts liberty and governm ent out of h ar­ 
mony, you are doing a* much harm to your fellow­ 
man as it is possible to do. 
So, if you are advocating things th a t you cannot ex­ 
plain and about which you cannot be consistent and 
you are not willing to defend publicly it might be 
well for you to take stock w hether your influence 
is good or bad in bringing about a reconciliation of 
liberty with government.
